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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 

1 . The corrected or substitute drawings were received on May 6, 2003. These 
drawings are accepted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. In view the newly amended language of claims 1-12 all rejections under 35 
U.S.C. Section 1 12 are withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claims 1-12 filed May 6, 2003 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant contends, "Khan thus does not generate an erroneous data verification 
parameter as defined in the present specification. Khan does not artificially inject an 
error signal for test purposes as presently claimed". 

The Examiner disagrees and asserts that Khan explicitly teaches an error correction 
system including a circuit for inserting an erroneous bit for the purposes of verifying or 
testing the proper operation of the error correction system, that is; if the error correction 
system can detect and correct the introduced error then the error correction system is 
recognized as operating correctly (see Abstract, Khan). The inserted erroneous bit is 
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an erroneous data verification parameter as defined in the present specification (Note: 
on page 5, 2 nd paragraph, 1 st sentence, an erroneous data verification parameter is 
defined as a parameter that does not correspond to the data content of a specified data 
unit; clearly an inserted erroneous bit does not correspond to the data content of the 
specified data unit in which it is inserted, hence; by the Applicant's own definition, an 
inserted erroneous bit is an erroneous data verification parameter). Therefore; Kahn 
teaches generating an erroneous data verification parameter (an inserted erroneous bit) 
as defined in the present specification and artificially injecting an error signal for test 
purposes (see Abstract, Khan). 

The Examiner disagrees with the applicant and maintains all rejections of amended 
claims 1-12. All amendments and arguments by the applicant have been considered. It 
is the Examiner's conclusion that amended claims 1-12 are not patentably distinct or 
non-obvious over the prior art of record in view of the reference, Khan, Aurangzeb K. 
(US 4561095 A) as applied in the last office action, Paper No. 3. Therefore, the 
rejection is maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Khan, 

Aurangzeb K. (US 4561095 A).
